We would recommend that the cells 
for the insane patients, especially^ those 
who are required to be confined, should 
be larger and better ventilation pro- 
vided. 


We also visited the county jail .and 
found things in as good condition as 
could be expected under the circum- 
stances. We would recommend that 
some changes be made in the cell room 
so as to enable them to close the cells in 
the day time, leaving but one open for 
the convenience of the inmates, and 
that the gate into the crackery be re- 
paired, as it is in danger of falling down 
and injuring the party opening it.

Moody, of 
South Dakota, is from New Albany and 
was cq|onel of the Ninth Indiana in- 
fantry, and at the close of the war was 
appointed captain of a company in the 
regular army. Ex-Gk>vemer Gilbert A. 
Pierce, of North Dakota, formerly lived 
at LaPorte. The two gentlemén last 
named are to be elected to tiie United 
States seàate by the legislature just 
chosen. Martin Maginnis, who ran for 
congress^ Montana is a former Indiana 
man. 


THE general convention of the Prot- 
estant Episcopal church of America, 
held every three years, is in session at 
New York city. This is looked upon às 
one of the most notable conventions 
ever held by the church in this country. 
This is the centennial and anniversary 
of the adoption of the constitution of 
the Protestant Episcopal chuich and of 
the holding of the first general conven- 
tion, as prescribed by that constitution. 
It is also notable from the number of 
important sul^ects to come up before 
the convention. One of the questions 
to be asttled is the proposed change of 
the ni^e of the church, msmy being op- 
po56d^tothe present name. 
Another 
important question is that of propor- 
tional representation. 
There are also 
eighteen resolutions proposing "altera- 
tions and additions in the book pf com- 
mon prayer," which were adopted at the 
Chicajgio convention three years ago and 
which will come up before the present 
convention for final i^tion. 
The gen- 
eral convention consists of two houses— 
the house of bishops, numbering forty 
bishops, and thé house of députies, con- 
sisting of over;400 lay wd clerical dele- 
gates, two of each froài each diocese.

The purpose of the three Americas 
congress, which is in session this -Week 
at Washington, is to discuss trade prob- 
lems,: direetiy or tepliedly with the end 
toes^blish belter, relations wi^ the 
Unit^ States and the states of Sout^ 
America. All the southern countries 
are irepresented in the congress by 
gentlemen competent and authorized to 
examiine into tiie advantages this coun- 
try may offer in competition with the 
Eurcrpean nations with which the South 
American states chiefly d€^. 


The desirabiUty of establishing CIOSOT 
relations between the several Americas 
has been set forth very dearly in recent 
yearé, and it has seemed remarkable 
that earlier efforts to that mutuid benefit 
were' not made. 
We have not held out 
many iiiducements to our southern 
brethren to transfer to us a merited 
i>art i of the commerce with Europe, 
though we have been heavy buyers ol 
South American products. About 89

My veracity was unques- 
tioned when I said that Tanner aud the 
president promised me the deputy com- 
mitteionership of pensions. 


"This Corporal Tanner confesses in 


ubfttance, and lays the blame of the 
•iolabed promise upon Noble and the 
>resident, and this made the pnbliea- 
ion not only proper but unavoidable. I 
regretted exceedingly to call Corporal 
fanner to the witnees stand. He is a 
very unwilling witness, but I was forced 
o call him to testify that, whoever lied, 
t was not me. It was a private letter. 
I never published 
one before, nor 


would I have published this if the truth 
could have been brought out any other 
way. 


"I have private letters from Senator 


Iherman, but I will never publish them 
without hia express ooutteut or demand. 
As for President Harrison's letters, I 
hink I know my duty of deference and 
respect to the great, otlice that he 
H called to fill, too well, to permit, with- 
out bin expressed demand, to make pab- 
ic all the letters I have received from 
him. 
If the writer* of the letters ad' 


mit as Tanner did by their sileucn, or 
expressly, that I have stated their con- 
tents with tmtiatantial aocumuy, I cer- 
tainly have no need at all to maku them 
public, but if, however, they publicly 
ooutradiut me in any particular, I shall
